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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who has 
fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs ( 1 ), (2), and (4) of section 37 1 (c) of this title before the invention thereof 
by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 
1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). 
Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA 
(pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-8, 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by You (U.S. 
Pat. No. 5,946,046). 

As to claims 1 and 6, You (figs. 3, 8) show an information display device comprising: an 
information receiver (51) receiving information; an information controller (58) extracting first and 
second information; a first-information display unit (54) and a second-information display unit (57) 
displaying information extracted (see figures 7, 10-11; col. 2, lines 27-49); and a plurality of 
second-information display units successively displaying a second information stored . 
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As to claims 2-3 and 7-8 and 12-13, You (fig. 12) teaches about an information display 
device, wherein a second information is provided to an information receiving side by an information 
transmitting side and, wherein said information compulsorily provided is advertisement information 
(note that the composite video signal as disclosed by You represents advertisement information). 

As to claims 5 and 10, You (fig. 3) teaches about an information display device, wherein a 
first information display unit (54) and a second-information display unit (57) are separate from each 
other. 

As to claim 11, the claim differs from claim 1 only by the additional limitation "a 
second-information receiver receiving a second information transmitted from second-information 
transmitter". However, You (fig. 6) show a second-information receiver (54) receiving a second 
information transmitted from the second-information transmitter(57). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that 
the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner 
in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 4, 9 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over You in 
view of Yamamoto (U.S. Pat. No. 5,774,105). 
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As to claims 4, 9, and 14, You does not teach about a display device which is continuing to 
display information even when the information display device is powered off. However, this limitation 
is disclosed by Yamamoto (col. 10, lines 64-67). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify You by specifically providing a system that can continue to display 
information even when the information display device is powered off, as disclosed by Yamamoto. 
Doing so would provide a display apparatus capable of easily restoring the system after occurrence 
of an error. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-14 have been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Baskin et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 5,307,055) discloses a display control device incorporating an 
auxiliary display. 

Tashiro et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 5,384,576) discloses an CRT display device. 
Lee (U.S. Pat. No. 6,191,758) discloses a computer having auxiliary display device. 
Sampsell (U.S. Pat. No. 6,496,122) discloses an image display and remote control system 
capable of displaying two distinct images.
